3aker had been 
instructed and sir, Loeb replied that he had, put realized that wr. Baker 
was busy. JI signed letter to iir., Loeb expressing regret at misunder- 
Standing and lack of appreciation of ur, Baker's position. 


February, 1920 - bir. Loeb advised that lir. Drury, general manager of 
mining department, would call on MID. ‘This was done. 


October, 1921 - correspondence with iir. Straus. ir, Loeb sent HID 
copy of memoranium from iir. Drury, manager of itexican mining dept. M/A, 
Chile, directed to form contact with firm's representatives. 
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
